Please cancel claims 23 and 24 without prejudice or disclaimer as per Applicant's 
representative Andrew Dillon. Claims 1-13, 17, 21-2225-26, and 30 were previously 
cancelled during prosecution of the application 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closet 
prior art of record (Cook, U.S. Patent No. 5,436,897) does not teach nor suggest in 
detail a method for replication configuration information on a distributed database that 
comprises "defining a subset of data processing systems within a cluster system as a 
resource group, wherein a data processing system may be a member of more than one 
resource group; and defining configuration data for the resource group by instantiating a 
configuration object containing configuration and status information for a highly 
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available application corresponding to the resource group and having an associated list 
of data processing systems within the resource group", (see pages 4 and 5 of applicant's 
argument in the Appeal brief dated 12/28/2007). So as indicated by the above 
statements, Applicant's arguments presented in the Appeal Brief have been considered 
persuasive, in light of the claim limitations. 

3. The dependent claims further limit the independent claims and are considered 
allowable on the same basis as the independent claims as well as for the further 
limitations set forth. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of 
Reasons for Allowance."
